When | pointed out 
that a sentence was a fragment because it lacked a verb, the usual response 
was “What’s a verb?”

The third section (C), Diagramming, teaches the student the 
structure of our language. Sentence diagrams provide on- 
going review of all the parts of speech as well as pictorial 
explanations of relationships of words and phrases. 


The final section (D), Proofreading, reviews all the skills 
learned in the previous sections. It teaches students to exam- 
ine their work carefully for errors. Correct writing and effec- 
tive proofreading are the ultimate goals of these grammar
